Upon chis, King Yomes Was gation] and mY 
dreſſed by all ſorts of Diſſenters, Presbyteriant, Inde- 
pendents, Anabaptiſts, Quakers, and others without 
Name. Promiſing that they would not ceaſe to bow 
their Knees to Gop, the by whom Kings Reign, beſecch- 


ing him to recompence this Royal Favour to his M ajeſty, 


with Length of Days, uninterrupted Health, Felicity in 
his Royal F Relations, Succeſs in his great Councils and 
Afairs ; and finally with the moſt glorious Liberty of 
the Sons of GOD; heartily (as they would ſeem) cry- 
ing as with one Vgice —Ler THE: KING L1vE ron 
EVER. (See Gazetts, and Hiſtory of Addreſſcs.) 


Now all this raiſed a Jealouſy in the Minds of the 
eſtabliſhed Clergy, which indeed had this good Effect, 
that they, by their learned Writings, about this Time, 


and more prudent Care for the Diſcipline and Order of 


the Church, ſeemed to have fixed her upon a better 
Foundation, than when they promiſed themſelves more 
ſupport from human Aid, So that it may be truly ſaid, 
that | the Church of England (properly ſpeaking ) got 
Ground in the Reign of that King, who was not a Mem- 


ber of her. But then the King daily loſt his Intereſt 


among the Members of the Church of England, which 


| cauſed the Romaniſts and the Diſſenters at that Time to 


Join Intereſts, that they might be a Match for that 
Church of England, prerending to be the pureſt upon 
Earth. Arid theſe new Allies blow'd the Coal between 


| the eſtabliſh'd Church and his Majeſty, withal remind- 
ing him, that ſhe ſo glorified in her Doctrine of Non- 
8 chat he had no need to fear a Rebellion from 
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The King, as feveral of his Proteſtant Predeceſſors had 
done, publiſhed Directions to the Clergy for preaching, 
that they might not in their Sermons ( as the rebelli- 
ous, Preachers in the Reigns of the two Charless had 
often done) vent any Thing that might tend to beget 
in the Minds of the People an ill Opinion of the King, 
or any Way diſturb the Government; but inſtead of 
having the deſired Effect of keeping Peace, of allaying * 
the Fears and Jealouſies People had ſucked in concern- 

ing thie Deſigns of the Court; this had a contrary Effect. 


For ſome of the Clergy continuing to preach ſharply 
againſt Popery, and thereby diſtinguiſhing themſelves, - 
were very much followed and applauded ; which was 
preſently interpreted by the Men in Power, as a Deſiga 
in the Preacher to ſtir up Rebellion.—The Miniſtry a- 


greed to make one Example; and according Dr. Comp- 


ton, Biſhop of London, was, in the King's Name, or- 
dered to ſuſpend ; Dr. Sharp from preaching, till the 
King's Pleaſure was further known. The Biſhop ex- 
cuſed himſelf from formally ſuſpending the Doctor, but 
2 him to forbear preaching for a while, which he 
did. 5 5 


Now this made a great Noiſe. And ſome Divines of 
the Church of England began now to ſee, that they 
had not formerly ſo nicely adjuſted the King's Eccieſiaſti- 
cal Supremacy, as they might, or (perhaps) ought to 
have done. However, let it be obſerved by the Way, 
that this Ecclefiaftical Supremacy of our Engliſh King's 
was ſo far pretended to by K. V. afterwards, as that by 
Vertue of it the Arch · biſnop of Canterbury, and Eight 
other Biſhops, Five of them the ſame who had been ſent 
to the Tower, were DEPRIVED by it; BECAUSE they 
could not in Conſcience take-the Oaths appointed to be 
laben after the REVOLUTION, .
